A Splendid Battleship About to Be 
Added to the Sqnadron at 
Halifax. 



Sealiuff Question Said to Be Nearinj 
Satisfactory Solution— Other 
Uatters of Controversy. 



London, .luly L'3. — Wliat may bo inter- 
preted as the British reply to Secretary 
Sherman's recent despatch, concerning 
the Behrinp; Sea fiaheriea, comes in the 
form of anorder,ia8aed by tlie Admiralty, 
to send the battleBhip Renown, to join 
the North American Etiuadron. The Re- 
nown, which ia one of the most power- 
ful ironclade in the navy, will talie the 
place of the cruiser CreRcent. She will 
sail for Halifax almoat immediately. It 
will prebably be denied that any hostile 
siKuificancc attaches to this import- 
ant action on the part of the Ad- 
miralty, but no one acqtiaintet} ^ith 
the methods of Britieh international pol- 
icy is likely to accept ao innocent an in- 
terpretation. The Kenowii was the fiaR- 
ship of the fleet at tho recent naval re- 
view at Spithead. It was fully expected, 
until the Admiralty's orders were made 
known, that tho Renown would be sent 
to the Pacific station, it being originally 
intended tlmt she should be the flagsliip 
of tlio Pacifit; Eijuadron. In view of this, 
the change in tlie Admiralty's plans ac- 
quires adiiitional significance. 

The newspapers here print prominent- 
ly what is claimed to bo an autliorative 
Blaternent regarding the position of 
Gieat fifitain and the United States on 
pendini; (luestione. This statement de- 
clares that the outlook for a satisfactory 
solution of tho sealing question is favor- 
able. When Sir Julian returns, 
Commiaaioners Jordan and . Thomp- 
son will go to '. Wasliington and 
rejjort the result of th^ir in- 
quiries. They wiir be ' examined by 
representatives both of the United 
Slates and Cireat Britain, wlio will then 
come to an agreement as to the exact 
facts of the situation. It is believed, 
aaya the statement, that there will not 
be so much ditliculty in this, as a wise 
spirit on both sides to smooth away dif- 
ficulties ought to be observed, and some 
lasting agreements on a fair give and 
take policj' may be established. 

The statement (ioea not contain much 
that ia new. It dwells upon the lieter- 
minatiou of Sir Julian I'auncefotu, tho 
Uritiah ambassador to the United States, 
to exchange ratifications of the Vene- 
zuelan agreement before he left Waeh- 
ington for England. This occupied 
longer than was expected, and aub- 
8((|uently there was considerable cor- 
respondence on the subject of the re- 
newal of the diplomatic relatione be- 
tween Great Britain and Venezuela. 
The latter erroneously believed that 
the signature of the arbitration treaty 
had been effected. Tliis, as a matter of 
course, will be the next steji. Probably 
there will he direct neurotiations be- 
tween Great Britain and Venezuela for 
a commercial treaty. Tho negotiations 
concerning the umpire of the arbitration 
tribunal are still proceeding. The 
statement goes on to say that the 
failure of tho Anglo- American treaty 
greatly disappointeii President McKin- 
ley. The British government had in- 
duced discussions between Sir Julian 
Pauncefote and Secretary of Slate Sher- 
man, aa to whether a new short treaty 
could not be arrived at. The negotia- 
tiona to thia end have progreaaed 
favorably, and will be reeumed in Oc- 
tober, on the return of Sir Julian to his 
post. 

MANITOBA AND NORTHWEST. 

Great Excursion to the Winnipeg Exhibi- 
tion—An Extensive Shipment of 
Cattle. 

Winnipeg, July 23. — Geo. Anderson, of 

Toronto, who has been appointed as 
coniniisHioner to Japan, is here to con- 
fer with the president of the board of 
trade. Secretary Bell of tho Grain Ivx- 
cliange, and the local manager of tlie 
milling companies. ?ilr. Anderson's 
misHion ia with a view of dovelopiiig 
trade between Japan and Canada. 

Cattle shipments to the old country 
are now beginning in earnest, over 1,000 
leaving for Montreal to-day. The grass- 
fed cattle are now ready for shipment, 
and as prices are good many herds are 
being aecured for the old country mar- 
ket. 

The rain baa been general tbrougliont 
the province. In southweatern Mani- 
toba, where moisture was needed, heavy 
showers fell yesterday afternoon. 

The feature of tho Winnipeg industrial 
exhibition to-day was tbo attendance of 
three or four thousand visitors from 
North Dakota and Minnesota. The big 
crowd simply swarmed over the city and 
spent a most enjoyable day with their 
Manitoba brethren. The party arrived 
on four special trains over the Northern 
Pacilio ami Great Northern railways. 
Nearly all visited the exhibition grounds 
to see the grand displays of Canadian 
stock, agricultural products and minor- 
nls. Cricket, tennis, baeeball and la- 
crosse matches occupied the attention of 



sportsmen during the afternoon and 
evening. The day was dismal but with 
out rain. The directors will continue 
the fair till Monday in the hope that the 
sun will shine ere that. . He has not 
shown'hiB'face ^ince Sunday laBt.' 

LADY SpMJil^SBT, OPfENDBD 

And TbereforetNo Conger,- f resident of the 
Women's Temperance Association. ' 

London, July 24. — Lady Henry Somer- 
set has resigned the presidency of the 
British AVomen's Temperance Asaocia- 
tion. She recently' addr^sed a circular 
to the preaidehts of branch. aBBociationa 
aaking them not to approve or sign peti- 
tiona to Lord George Hamilton, secretary 
of Btate for India, against the removal of 
the contagious disease acta for India. 
The branches, almost without exception, 
refused to be governed by Lady Somur- 
aet'a request, and she consetiuently re- 
signed. 



Til AT LIVELY lIAlll WASH. 

Parliament Will Be Asked to Forbid Its 
Importation. 

London, July 2-1.— Developments at 
the inquest which followed tlie death of 
Mra. Frances Satnuelson, whose hair 
was burned oil" as a result of petroleum 
hair wash being used to dress it, have 
caused intense interest. It appears tliat 
this wash, which is called Patrol, has 
been very generally used of late in Lon- 
don. The newspapers are filled with in- 
terviews on the subject, and a question 
will he asked in the House of Commona 
with a view to prohibiting the importa 
lion of the article.

(From Our Own Correspondent.1 
Orr.\w.\, July 23. — An imjiortant con- 
ference took place thia afternoon in the 
otUce of the Minister of the Interior on 
the all-absorbing subject of the Yukon. 
There were present besides Mr. Sifton, 
Mr. Scott, the secretary of state; Mr. 
Paterson, minister of customs ; and Sar- 
veyor-General I^Jeville. Per some days 
negotiations had been in progress with 
the treaaary department at Washington 
in regard to securing a port on the dis- 
puted Alaska coast where goods might 
be landed in bond destined for the Can- 
adian gold fields of the interior. A 
favorable reply was received to-day, llic 
President, under tho provisions of the 
treaty of Washington, naming the port 
of Dyea, which is situated on Lynn 
Canal, at the head ot navigation on the 
Pacific coast of Alaska. Thence to the 
head waters of the Yukon two princi- 
pal passes are utilized, the Chil- 
cat and the White Pass. The trails 
converge near Tagish Lake, in undis- 
puted Canadian territory, and there 
probably the Dominion authorities will 
establish a custom house and possibly a 
post of North West Mounted Police. 
Goods landed atJpyea and destined lor 
ttie Canadian Yukon will be accompan- 
ied across United States territory to the 
supposed frontier by an officer of the 
United Statea customs. In this way the 
United States revenjiea will be protected 
against smuggling and the Dominion 
government will be able to collect duty 
ut the border upon all United Statea and 
other foreign goods taken into the 
British Yukon. The arrangement i a re- 
garded aa a satisfactory one all round. 
It will protect the Dominion revenue 
and give an advantage to the merchants 
of Victoria and Vancouver over those of 
the United Statea in supplying the 
camps of the Yukon district. There ia 
an Indian village at Tagiah, 

While the ministers and depntiea 
werein conference upon the foregoing 
scheme a telegram -waa handed; Mr.Jii- 
ton announcing that;a special-pessiotl'.dE 
the British Oolumbia legislature would 
probably be summoned to deal with the 
subject of better transportation facilities 
into tlie Yukon. The minister expressed 
gratilication at the news. 

The duty upon goods for the Canadian 
'I'ukon via the long all-steamer route ia 
collected at Cudahy. The collector there 
is D. W. Dttvis. So fur he has sent only 
$2,800 to the department, and tiiis in the 
form of a chetiue, as be feared to send a 
large sum in gold duet. The amount 
transmitted represents the collectii)n on 
a single cargo which Mr. Davis followed 
to Dawson City before the close of navi- 
gation last fall. It is expected the col- 
lectiona at Fort Cudahy will amount to 
over $10,000. In his brief letter to the 
customs department, dated Juno 21, 
taking only four weeks en route. Mr. 
Davis aays : " This is a hard country to 
do business in at present." 

The Department of the Interior has 
issued in paiuplilet form the reports of 
Mr. Wm. Ogilvie, illustrated with sketch 
maps of the Klondyke district and half 
tone engravings of Yukon scenery. "Tlie 
object is not to induce any one to go to 
that country at the present time until 
better means of communication are 
established," says Capt. Deville, in the 
introduction. This appears to be the 
policy of the department throughout, for 
in an interview furnished to the press 
to-day Mr. Sifton says there is likely to 
be starvation in the Yukon diatrict this 
winter, and he wishes it clearly under- 
stood now that the government will not 
bear any reEponaibllity for getting food 
into the country to relieve distreas. 

The Deputy Minister of Marine re- 
ceived a telegram to-day from D. Tor- 
rance & Co., of Montreal, uoking that a 
steamer be sent to the Straits of I5eUe 
Isle to assist in salving tho cargo of the 
wrecked steamer City of Baltimore. The 
dei)uty replied that as tlie wreck was not 
on the Canadian slioro a vessel woukl 
not be despatclied, and, anyhow, tliere 
was no steamer available for the service. 

A severe electric storm passed over 
the city to-day. .Slinn's block was struck 
and set firo to. The Catholic Apoatolii; 
church aull'ered, and several people were 
stunned, among them Dominion Police- 
man Slioro, on duty in the West block. 
His right side is paraly;:ed.

But ArrnnEi^iiients Have Now Been Made 
For a Twice <i Day Delivery of Mes- 
sages From Fort Angeles' 

It was on the 15th of this month that 
operator C. X. of the C. P. R. stafl' at 
Var.vionver "stood off" tho Victoria 
operator to whom he was sending, with 
tbe explanation that he wanted to "get 
a bite of lunch." For all the informa 
tion that the wires have brought to the 
contrary, he may stal'l be eating. In any 
«'/ent the iastpuments have been silent 
ever since. No one can tell exactly how 
much loncer it will take to locate and 
rrepair tl£« 'break 'in the cable. The 
latest iiilorinalion that tho telegrapti 
company have for the public is contained 
in tho foJlowing bulletin which manager 
Christie posted yesterday : 

" During tho interruption ot tho cable 
connecting the Island and Mainland, 
telegratna will only be accepted subject 
to delay, and no night rate meeaa<:ee will 
be accepted. Telegrams are sent to and 
from the nearest telegraph connections 
by the tirat available sieiuner. Com- 
mencing on Monday, the 2Gtli instant, a 
fast Sorry 'fiOPvicc will bo run between 
here and Port Angelea to convey tele- 
grams. There will bo two trijjs per day 
by torpedo boats, leaving Le(iuimalt at 
t) a.m., and returning at 1 :30 p.m., and 
leaving'Eequimalt at 2:80 p.m., and re- 
turning at 6 :30. pim. Telegrams should 
be filed before 9 aim. and 2 :l!0 p.m. Be 
aides this special service, tbe ordinary 
steamboat service will bo made use of. 
We hope to have the cable repaired very 
shortly. It is a very difficult matter, as 
tbe break is probably in water 1,200 
feet'indepth." 



PELL INTO GOLDSTRBAM. 

Little Murton Lewis lUcKenzie Meets His 
□eaUi -While Picnicking. 

Mr. J. McKenzie, a saddler, of Pandora 
street, took hia family out to Uoldatreani 
yesterday to spend a day at that popu- 
lar resort, and there met with an unfor- 
tunate loss, which has cast a gloom over 
the -many picnickers their encamped 
Tbe victim of the accident was 
his little thirteen year old son, 
Murton Lewis, a lavor,ite with tbe St.

Nowlu're i.s motherhood a.s respected 
us in Japau, and iiowlieK? does tbo 
mother receive moro attention from both 
her husband and lior children. Sho is 
regarded lis tbo maker of the race, .TJid 
her nialernal duties iiro considered to bo 
exceedingly lioiiorablo and to entitle her 
to the utmost consideration and affeo- 
tion.

AS TO THE. FUTURE.

Progress in the interior Main- 
land, progress on the Coast, progress on 
the Yukon — these three factors will se- 
cure great prosperity. 

The business men of Victoria are alive 
to the situation as never before on any 
occasion since tlie days of Golden Cari- 
boo. Depend upon it, this matchless 
opportanity will not slip by nnimproved. 
There are good times, the very best of 
times, in store for us here. We live in 
the best days ot the best country under 
the best government on God's ^reen 
cartli. And that ia sober prosaic truth, 
not the language of enthusiasm. Let us 
as a people arise to an appreciation of 
our peerless opportunity and its tremen- 
doQS responsibility. 

THE NORTH POLE. 



A dispatch the other day said that a 
carrier pigeon had been found in Nor- 
way with a ring bearing the legend, 
" North Pole, longitude 114," and there 
was some s peculation as to whether An- 
dree the balloonist had sent it. A second 
pigeon story was sent abroad, and this 
time the longitude was something else. 
It ia safe to say that Andree never sent 
any such messages, or tliat if he did, 
they were not seht from the North Pole. 
The man who talks about the North 
Polo in any longitude at all must be ig- 
norant of the subject, for at the Pole 
there is no longitude at all. This is the 
first curious thing to be noted in regard 
to the Pole. To a man standing 
upon it there would only be one 
direction on the earth's surface, 
namely, south. There would be no 
longer any north, for he would 
have reached tlie ultimate north. There 
-nronld no longer be any east or west. 
The sun would rise in the south and set 
in the south, and on these fine summer 
days its position in the heavens would 
bo no guide as to direction. If one 
could bo carried to tha I'ole blindfolded, 
iie woultl bo utterly helpiesa as to the 
(iirection in which he ought to set out 
forborne. A variation of a few feet at 
the first step would make a difference of 
a thousand miles by the time he reached 
the verge of civilization. 

Another odd thing about tho Polo is 
that it is never anytliing o'clock there, 
and it would bo hard to say what day of 
the week or month it is. Thus, if An- 
drea gets there, or got there, on, say, 
Friday, the moment he passed the Pole 
it would be uithor Thursday or Sat- 
urday, according to tho ((uarter of the 
globe from which he approached it. To 
illustrate! this paradox. Going to Japan 
across the Pacilic when the 180th meri- 
dian ia crossed the date ia advanced a 
day, and coming back when the meridian 
ia crossed a day ia dropped. That is, 
when it is Thursday here it ia Friday in 
Japan. Now, suppose a man should be

Put supposing in the 
ehooting the couraes of the two men 
Bhoukl vary a little from the true north 
and cross each other, so that the man 
from Vancouver Island would land at the 
Polo where the Japan man should have 
landed, and vice versa, it is obvious that 



It is a matter of surprise how much 
has been read into the Bible that ia not 
in it. The book ia unqneationahly the 
best guide to human conduct that the 
world has ever seen. No one knows the 
antiquity of some portions of it. Take 
for example those wonderful chapters in 
Job, beginning at the xxxviii, " The 
Lord answered Job out. of the whirlwind 
and said." Take up your Bible to-day 
and read from those words to the end of 
the book. It will not occupy ten niin 
utes if done hastily ; but it will be a rich 
intellectual treat if you devote an hour 
to it, by weighing the more remarkable 
verses. There is nothing else in all ] 
literature equal to tho majestic tread of 
these . chapters. The writer of them 
sought to place words in the mouth of 
the Almighty, and it must be granted 
that he chose a theme and language 
worthy of the lofty conception. There 
are some verses that you will 
not understand very well and no 
one can very aatiafaotorily explain 
them, but it ia not surprising 
that in the centuries through which it 
haa been preserved a little of it may 
have become unintelligible. Having 
read these cliapters, reflect for one 
moment that no one knows how remote 
the age waa wherein they were written. 
The voice that speaks in them comes 
out of a fathomless paat like a peal of 
thunder out of the midnight sky, when 
the storm clouds hang low. 

Then turn to the next page of the 
book and you will find the Psalms. 
Who wrote the Paalma? No one is quite 
certain about them all, but undoubtedly 
some ot them were written by David. 
About three thousand years have passed 
since David tended his father's sheep, 
and for three thousand years what he 
wrote has been a guide, an inspiration 
and a comfort to mankind. There must 
be more than ordinary merit in writings 
that live for thirty centariea. Yet there 
are hundreds of people who would feel 
aa if they ought to apologize if they were 
caught reading the Psalms. They 
believe that David is not half aa 
good a guide aa IngersoU. They tell you 
that we must go to the men who write 
for the Sunday papers at $100 a column 
if you want really to know how splendid 
a creature man is. A nd yet three thou- 
sand years ago David, after sitting iu 
contemplation upon the nature of man 
and the Universe in which he lives, gave 
utterance to a rhapsody that no writer 
has ever paralleled. 



looks a little further on he will 
find something directed to his 
particular case. Solomon did 
not think much of goody-goody 
people, whoEo righteousness shrank from 
contact with the world. He loved the 
man who took out of life the best there 
is in it, who rejoiced in the strength of 
his youth and the sight of his eyes ; but 
for these he hod also a word of caution, 
namely, that " for all these things God 
will bring tlieo into judgment," mean- 
ing thereby not that if a man had a 
good time hero he would have to suffer 
for it by-and-bye, but that every man 
must face the consequencea of his good 
timea and his bad times. If this idea 
were inculcated into the youthful mind, 
there would be fewer ruined lives. Hun- 
dreds of young men, brought up amid 
religious surroundings, have come to 
miserable ends simply besause they be- 
lieved that to take the best out of lite 
was to incur forever the wrath of God. 
This is the result of reading into Solo- 
mon's words something ho never meant. 

We might take up tho New Testament 
in the same way. How many timea has 
not the regular church-goer heard the 
minister read into New Testament scrip 
ture things utterly out of keeping with 
the message of love which Christ brought 
to mankind? This practice of the pulpit 
does incalculable harm. Ministers cry 
I out that Sunday newspapers empty the 
churches. Let them preach the Gospel 
as it ia, and not aa they in their narrow

Napoleon be 
caiiu! emperor, but lie had the Ijeuelit of 
laiiiily iiilluence at the start and liia 
dynasty ended wilh him. David be 
gan life aa a humble shepherd boy and 
died a king, the founder of one of the 
greatest families the world has ever seen. 
We have had a Nupoleonic revival re- 
cently, and everything the Uorsican said 
or wrote ia eagerly read and canvassed. 
Surely what David wrote ought to bo 
eiiually aa worthy of thouEht. Indeed 
it would be so deemed by every one, if 
priestcraft bad not read out of the 
Paalms all the baman nature that makes 
them valuable, and read into them a 
miraculouB inspiration whieli renders 
them alinoBt valueless to millione, who 
need jii.it eiicli guidance aa they give 
when read ariglit. 

Solomon was another man of experi- 
ence.

Neil McAnhur Corrects a Few Mis- 
statements iu Eegard to the 
Klondyke Conntry. 



A Hundred Thousand Dollars 
Forty Yard Square— Good 
Order Prevails. 



Now that all the population have be 

come miners and the discoveries on the 
Klondyke and its tiibutaries furnish an 
inexhaustible topic of conversation, the 
skeptic has time and again sheltered 
himself behind the observation, " It'a 
all very well telling abont these fortunes 
that have been made, but we don't hear 
about the unlucky ones — those that have 
lost their all and reaped only disappoint- 
ment. How many of them have starved 
or frozen to death?" 

It was this formidable interrogation 
that Neil McArthur undertook to answer 
yesterday. He has been in the Y'ukon- 
country as long as anyone. He is an 
observant man, and his opinion on the 
matter may therefore be relied upon. 

" Of the 800 men on the Klondyke and 
its tributaries," he said, speaking with 
tlie caution and slowness of the consci- 
enlioua pioneer, " I have never yetheard 
of one man being ' broke ' at any time. 
And I've been in that eountry .eight 
years now. As to the people starving or 
freezing to death. No one haa during 
the years I have been in the district, 
that we have ever heard of. Miners 
don't let people starve as long, as there 
ia a crumb in the cabin. No matter how 
scarce food may have become or how 
hard to procure, no one has gone by a 
Y'ukon miner's house hungry. Tliese 
Eitoriea of starvation are all imiiginary. 

" On the other hand every l)0(ly ia well 
and has done well. Mr. Ogilvie has sur- 
veyed every claim iu the district and 
has seen with his own eyes as high as 
,^225 to the pan taken out. Why, on 
Alec. McDonald's claim, probably the 
richest on the Bonanza, from $1,000 to 
$1,500 to the bucket of dirt was taken 
out. 

" Chnrles Myers and Cash Samshire, 
both of whom I knew intimately, had 
not done as well as they might on a 
claim they took up, ao they abandoned 
it, and started to drift on shares for Mc- 
Donald. They were late in commencing 
their shaft, but they got it down four- 
teen feet and got pay on it. The lirat 
shovelful of dirt they look out had a yel- 
low band of gold through it, like a stieak 
of lean in a piece of bacon. Myers was 
talking to me in my cabin just before 1 
came away, and ho told me he and his 
partner took out $100,000 in a piece of 
dround forty feet square. 1 saw the 
ground myself, too, and I know lie was 
telling nothing uioro than the sober 
truth." 

" And what truth is there in the imb- 
lished stories of the rude justice meas- 
ured out by the miners' comuiittee — men 
tried for petty thieving and sent tlowii 
the river to their death?" was asked the 
returned pioneer. 

" No truth at all. The miners' com- 
mittee has even ceased to exist, for 
while it administered jastice with an 
even hand in tlie days when it was re- 
(juired, there is no longer any necessity 
f(jr its existence. The Klondyke is well 
governed now by the police under In-

apector Considino, and not a pistol or a 
knife has been used or shown to my 
knowledge. The law is just as well ob- 
served at Dawson City its it is in Vic- 
toria—in fact that town ia just a little 
quieter and more orderly than this city. 

'■ Of course there aro the saloon and 
the gambling tiall for those who want to 
patronize them; but the men are all ou 
their good behavior. They know t|uite 
well that no nonsense would be toler- 
ated if they attempted it, and so they 
never try it. And even the coming in 
of the thousands who are now od liicir 
way to the diggiDge will make no differ- 
ence in the charueteriatlcs of the place 
in this connection. It's a British camp, 
and like all other Briliah camps it wants 
law and good order, and it haa them. 

" Do I think the present is the proper 
season of the year to go in? Well, no. 
I should advise going in iu the sj)ririg, 
though it a man takes in enough grub 
he can easily put in his time working or 
looking out for Bometliing for himself. 
The whole difhculty is to bo sure there 
is food enough to keep hini. Every man 
wants at least a thousand pounds of 
■provisions when lie reaches Dawson 
■City, and the river steamers are not 
takini; the supplies in. 

" Miners can't live through an Arctic 
winter on whisky, or on naila or hat- 
chets. Yet these seem to form the great- 
est part of the ingoing cargoes. There 
were eight of UB on the steamer that 
took us down the river, and we stood on 
her deek at St. Michael's and watched 
the laborers transferring the cargo that 
had been brought up on the San Fran- 
cis^OcJt^at for the river elenmer. We 
watclied them for hours, and it's the 
honest, plain truth, more than two- 
thirds of the cargo was composed of 
Canadian whisky. And whisky can't 
take the place of food. 

" Aa to the present inrueh, of course) 
there is not work for all who will go in, 
and the $15 a day rate of wngea will un- 
queatiomibly come down to $10 or even 
.$7 during a few weeks. It will moat 
probably be seven, for they will pay a 
dollar an hour and work seven hours. 
There are, say four hundred claims chat 
will take an avcrngo of ten men each. 
Well, there is winter work for about 
four tiiouaand — and there are ten thous- 
and or more who will bo uoing in. Of 
course many of these who may count on 
getting day work until the spring opens 
will be disappointed. Most of the new- 
comers will have to provide work for 
themselves, and see that they have sup- 
plies enougti to last them while they are 
creating it. 

Many people have asked me since I 
came down which 1 consider the beat 
route in. Aa 1 told you yesterday, I am 
for the Teslin Lake route, Ijecause I con- 
sider it the (quickest and the easiest. Ic 
passes through the most proniiaing liit 
of country, and it's all iu Canadian 
territory. Then too — and it is an im- 
portant consideration — Telegraph Creek 
can provide all kinds of vegetables, 
which can be conveniently taken ia in 
the fall. This would be a big item in 
favor of the route, as all the miners who 
were gla<l to get potatoes at $1 a pound 
will testify. 

" There is perfect harmony in the lit- 
tle community known as Klondyke. 
Americans and Canadians get along 
like brothers, na they should. There ia 
no hostile feeling shown towards the 
United States citizens that was diaplay- 
eil towards Canadians at Chicken Creek. 
There, a man was required to produce 
his papers showing that he was an Am- 
erican citizen before he could record a 
claim."

A TOWNSITE INVOLVED. 

Interesting Litigation as to the Owaership 
of Quartz Creek, Kootenay. 

Tlie appeal in connectioa with the case 
of llie Nelson it Fort Sbeppard Railway 
V. Parker et al. yesterday occupied the 
morning sessioQ of the Full court, con- 
sisting of the Ohief Jastice and Justices 
Drake and McColl. Owing to the fact 
that a portion of the tovnaite of (.Quartz 
Creek ia involved in this action, very 
great interest — particularly in Kootenay 
—is manifest iu the result of the suit. 

The defendants last Ajiril staked of! a 
)ortion of the toivnaite under the provi- 
aionB of the land net. An order restrain- 
in the etakera was obtained from Mr. 
Justice McColl by the railway company, 
and afterwards a motion wits made by 
the defendant beloralMr. Justice Walkem 
to have this injunction dissolved. But 
this was refused, and in addition the 
court made an order restraining the 
plniritiffa from applying to the chief 
coinmisEioner of lands and works for a 
crown grant. 

The result is that both sides appeal. 
Mr. E. V. Bodwell appeared for the rail- 
way company, and Mr. Frank Higgins 
for the defendants other than John N. 
Blake. Judgment was reserved.

. 2- The attendance was tlie lightest on 
record for a championship match in this 
city, and for this — L-oatrndictory "^aa it 
mayeeeni — tho local team have reason 
to bo ghul. Not only did tiio team as a 
whole show liimeiif able weiikne=3, but, 
more regrettable still, a number of the 
over-enthusiastic aiipporteia of the bhio 
and white so coutinually blackguarded 
the visiting players, the referee and 
ooe of the umpires, that all 
who have the reputation of the 
city at ' heart were ashamed 
Ooarser or .more pffeasive vitupera 
tion could not have been indulged in 
and the fact that Weatminater'a team 
played the roughest game they have put 
up for years, cannot be advanced as any 
argument in behalf of tho iinp;entleraanly 
conduct of a little coterie of misguided 
home enthiiaiasta. From tlie aiv.e of the 
grand stand yesterday it would seem 
that lacrosse hore is very near death; if 
such demonstrations from the crowd are 
to be permitted without general protest 
tho funeral cannot come any too soon. 

Of the game there is not much to be 
said. Victoria missed Belfroy sadly, and 
showed lack of both training and enthus 
iasm. From first to last the majority of 
the players were ofT the ball, fumbled in 
catobing, and declined hard workatcloee 
quarters. For thia there was certainly 
aome escaae when it waa seen that sev- 
eral of the visitors — Gray, at cover-point, 
more particularly — had gone in for a 
killing or wounding game, and tho ref- 
eree appeared to lie either utterly unac 
quaintcd with the delinitiou of a foul or 
else blind in the eye that was toward the 
'WestminBters. Many and oft were the 
Victoria players urged by their friends 
beyond the fence to " give it to him on 
the head" or "kill him" — to their 
credit be it said, they resisted the temp- 
tation to retaliate, and played a genera" 
ly clean though scarcely creditable 
game. From thia latter arraignment 
Campbell, "Mike" Finlaiaon, Snider 
and C. Wilson must be excepted, Camp 
bell indeed doing the greatest individual 
work of the day. George Tite too shone 
brilliantly at periods in tiie struggle 
while ScholeSeld gave evidence of good 
material. He is both fast v.nd game, 
butaa yet he is an inferior stick handler, 
and be does not anderatandhow toeljeck 
effectively. Practice will doubtleas rem- 
edy these defects and make oi him an 
admirable centre fielder. 

The Westminsters, on the other hand, 
played well to each other, caught safely 
on all occasions and thraw accurately 
They won the match fairly, and would 
have been entitled to all credit for their 
superiority Lad not they disgraced tho 
game by introducing meat-chopper illus- 
trations at frequent intervals. 

But although the game was loose and 
ragged in many places, and Westminster 
had undoubtedly the better team, the 
match was none the less exciting. It 
could scarcely be otherwise when at tho 
expiration of time found the rival teams 
tied with two games each, and all hut 
one-half a minute of the extra half hour 
was required to determine the fortune of 
the battle. Stoppages and waits were 
many and the crowd sboived itself pos- 
sessed of - wonder lul patience by sit- 
ting them through witho'it a murmur. 
The (irat halt was due to W. Bland being 
struck over the eye by Gray, hia injuries 
requiring his withdrawal, hia brother 
Jim replacing him. Other mix-ups fol- 
lowed fast, and at the close of the two 
hours 60 many had been sent to the 
fence that the battle was being fought 
with eight men to a side.

One prominent Londoner, a mil- 
lionaire several times over, cabled yes- 
terday to John Piercy A Co., with whom 
he had previously had large business 
dealings, instructing them to buy Klon- 
dyke claims for him immediately. No 
limit waa set upon the price or the num- 
ber—testifying equally to the confidence 
of the Knglish investor in' the newlmin- 
ing camp and in the Victoria firm ad- 
dressed. ' 

Amono the arrivals at the Briard last 
evening waa a young gentleman to whom 
all good telegraphers take oS their hate 
— Ben Durkee. of Portland. It waa he 

who in 1895 waa eent by John W. 

Maekay to rejiresent the West at tho 
International Telegraphers' tournament 
held in New York city, lie was then 
hut nineteen years of age, yet he suc- 
ceeded in ofltablishing a world's record 
for speed that ia likely to stand for some 
time to come — receiving 98 messages of 
ordinary length (averaging ten words 
exclusive of address, signature and 
cliecka) in the space of one hour. Tho 
sender waa William Gibson, at that time 
a resident of Montreal, but now the 
fastest operator of New York city. Ben 
Durkee still weara with modesty tbe 
title of champion telegrapher of the 
world.

With the frequency almoat ot ferry 
boats, BteamsliipB are leaving port for 
the Xortli, each and all crowded with 
gold Beekera. One of these, the Pacific 
Coast Steanibhip Mexico, ia to be here 
this evening from the .Sound; the Cily 
of Topeka and thelelanderareBcheduled 
to sail on Wednesday next ; and the Al- 
Ki, a week from to-morrow. All, ex- 
cepting the iBlander, have their accom- 
modation entirely engacied. Owing to 
the failure of tho telegraphic service the 
C.P.N. Co, are unable to keep continu- 
ously in touch with all their agencies, 
and consequently are unable to state the 
number who will be leaving on their 
ship, but they do not feel nervous about 
her not being full. They Btote tiiat there 
is more call for passace from Nanaimo 
and Seattle than from Victoria, the rea- 
son beinu no doubt that Victorians are 
deferring purchasing their tickets until 
the last moment, which policy ia a bad 
one. The Islander is now all ready for 
the voyage. She was coaled yeeterday, 
and will prove a comfortable ship to 
thnae who travel on her. 

Portland, whicli baa long been entirely 
out ot the husineaa with Alaska, is also 
soon to take a hand in the Northern 
trade, aud tho steamship George W. 
Elder is now being overhauled at that 
city preparatory to goinc; into coramis- 
sion. The Oregonian says: "She will 
sail from Portland on July 30, and lor 
the North will prove the best steamer 
running there, with the exception of the 
Queen, which caters only to the excur- 
sion buBiness. Neither the City of 
Topeka, Al-Ki, Portland, Willapa or any 
other steamer running in the Alaska 
trade, has as line accommodation as the 
Elder, and none can carry as large a 
crowd of passengers. The Elder has 
made many trips on this route, and not 
many years ago occupied the same place 
in the minds of the travelling public ae 
the Queen does at the present time. She 
was built at Chester, Pa., in 1874, and 
was brought to Portland the same year 
by the late Captain Francis Connor. 
After her arrival she ran for many years 
on thii Portland and S.in J''ranciaco route, 
and afterward ran to the Sound and 
.Vlnska. For the past few years aho haa 
been used aa a freight boat and extra 
passenger steamer." 

UiVDKIl TIlE n.VWAIIAN VL\G. 

A dispatch from London to the Mer- 
chantb' Jixchange, eays the San Fran- 
cisco Call, states that the Pacific Mail 
Company's steamer China haa been 
placed under the Hawaiian flag. The 
big steamer was built in England and 
ever eince she was launched has flown 
the P.ritish iliig. This has debarred her 
from drawing the mail subsidy earned 
by the Peru, City of llio de Janeiro and 
the City of Peking. C. P. Huntington 
now evidently thinks that annexation is 
an assured fact, and in that event the 
China would be an American bottom. 
Flying the stars and stripes and with 
her speed of 10 knots an hour the big 
steamer would earn a eubsidy of $2 a 
knot for every knot traversed. The cost 
of putting the China under the Hawaiian 
flag would be about $1,500, but should 
annexation take place she will earn that 
amount five times over in the mail sub- 
sidy. 

Tin; coitus' MISSION' ACCOMPLIBUED. 

ir. M. 8. Comas 'is due to arrive to- 
day from San Francisco whither she had 
carried the shipwrecked crew of the lost 
bark Kinkora picked up at Glipperton 
island. The story of the wreck has 
already been told several times, but the 
experience of those on the island as re- 
lated by one of the crew ia probably of 
interest. It ia chronicled in the San 
Francieco Call as follows: " ^Ye luid 
plenty to eat and drink as all the ship's 
storeB were saved, and although it was a 
horrible place to live on, it was a great 
ileal better than a sinking ship. A week 
or so after we landed on ihe island the 
schooner Twilight bound for the Gallap- 
agos Islands came along and Captain 
lUartrie tried to persuade her master to 
take us to the maiuiuud. He asked 
.•|;1,.500 for the job and l)i8 offer was re- 
1 ueeil . Then he reduced it to $1,300 and 
«c)uUl go no lower. Our captain would 
not give in and the Twilight sailed 
awiiy. When the Oomus came alonz we 
had lieen six weeks on that guano island, 
and I tell yon we were glad to sec the 
flag of Olil England !i|.;aui. She arrived 
about 10:3U a.m. and by 1 [i.m. we were 
all aboard ami on our way to San Fran- 
cisco Wo left lliree rcpi-eEoiUativeB of 
the Oceanic Pliosptiatu Company on the 
island. Tliey had been there eiuht 
montha all but three days, and every one 
of thciu was sick. Thi; ca])tMin of the 
Conuia oll'ered to take tliciii off, but tlii'_v 
would not come as their contract time 
lacked a few daya of being up and they 
were afi'aid of losini; eight niontlia' 
wages. When Captain Dyke reached 
Acapulco he at once telegraphed the 
agents of the concern to send assistance 
to the men at once. I hope tho poor 
iellowB will be all right when the vessel 
reaches Clipperton."

After securing a crew and receiving 
SDiiio repairs to a mast, damaged when 
rodiuliiig the Horn some montlis ago, 
the bark Uritish Yeoman, whicii has 
laeen at anchor oil" tho outer wharf sev- 
eral days, is now ready for sea, with 
1,646,810 feet of lumber from the Che- 
inainus mill for Liverpool. Captain 
Nickels predieta making a faat passage 
home.

LOVE'S LABOR LOST. 

To TUE Editor : — Seldom has such re- 
sult been more painfully exemplified 
than in that experienced bv.the London 
Missionary Society in the loss of two of 
their important missionary stations, 
Madagascar nnd Tahiti, where, for many 
years before occupation by tile French 
government, this society, by consent and 
approbation of the local governments, 
had been in active and undisturbed pos- 
session, teaching the natives the truths 
of Christianity, and from which stations 
before this unfortunate event of French 
occuf-atior., the glowing reports of their 
success made known at the annual mis- 
sionary meeting at Exeter hall, London, 
always excited ao much joyous emotion, 
leaving now in their place, by their loss, 
unavoidable regrets at so much toil and 
treasure sacrificed for the gratification 
of thoBO of another religious faith. 

With regard to Tahiti, it is a well 
known fact that it was through the very 
interesting account of the natives given 
by Captain Cook on his return to Eng- 
land, and made additionally so from his 
having taken one of the natives with 
him to England, that led to the London 
Missionary Society establiahing a mis- 
sionary station at Tahiti, with John 
Williams in charge. This religious 
movement sj interested His Majesty 
King George the Third that he sent to 
the Tahitana a flag, significant of the 
mission being under bis protection. 

The mission established at Tahiti 
soon extended itself to tho adjacent is- 
lands of Huhaine and Kaiatea, and snb- 
sequently to the Harvey group, the Nav- 
igators and other islands lying west- 
wards. 

Ttieir remarkable success, both at Ta- 
hiti and Madaivacnr unfortunately ar- 
rested the attention of tho Propaganda 
at liome, aud in process of time to such 
action taken by that church and in con- 
nection with French possession as led 
to lloman Catholic missions taking 
the place and position of that 
previoasly occupied by the Lon- 
don Bliasionary Society, that 
of Tahiti being abandoned by thia 
society because the paramount control 
of the Soman Catholic church, through 
French occupation, had supplanted their 
means of usefulness, and waich t rndeniy 
through last reports is now being shown 
also at Madagascar. 

Your correspondent having on one 
occasion been a passenger in the " John 
Williams missionary barque," naturally 
feels sympathy with the London Mis- 
sionary Society at their sad loss result- 
ing from French government acting in 
co-operation with the Roman Catholic 
church, and more especially so, as when 
at Samoa, where the government was 
under control of tbe native chiefs, both 
Protestant and Catholic missions could 
work together in harmony.

{.Ittle Progress Made nnd the Hearing to Ee

It is situ- 
ated on a small island, a short distance 
from shore, and tlio rich free gold ledge 
crops out on it. This has added ma- 
terially to the value of the property, and 
there is every reason to believe that fur- 
ther development will make it one pro- 
ductive of generous and frequent ciivi- 
dends. 

THE (lOl.lJK.S" l-ACIIE. 

A few days ago a telegram was receiv- 
ed at Vancouver from the foreman of the 
Golden Cache announcing a rich strike 
on No. 1 tunnel, 20 feet from the mouth 
of the shaft. A letter has just been re- 
ceived confirming the news and also re- 
porting on progress to date in the erec- 
tion of the mill and other buildings. The 
letter states that at the spot mentioned 
above they have commenced to slope out 
ore which runs very rich in gold, 
chunks of the prescions metal being 
plainly visible in the quartz. Mr. 
Woods, who is superintending the erec- 
tion of the mill, says that it will be in 
running order six- weeks from the date 
of the letter (July 17). The frame ot the 
mill is now up and the roof being put on. 
The construction of the tramway was 
commenced on the l.">th in.st. A tunnel 
has elso been started on the Ruby, an 
adjoining claim belonging to the (iolden 
Cache company, and is nosv in 20 feet, 
the ore being very rich aud similar to 
that of the Golden Cache.
